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White Privilege Conference 


The White Privilege Conference is a 
three day long conference to discuss 
issues of white privilege and the 
advantages this privilege provides in 
society, and ways to fight for racial 
justice. This year the conference was 
held in Louisville, Kentucky and five 
students and three teachers from 
Lick-Wilmerding attended. 


At The White Privilege Conference, | learned from activists of all ages about their 
experiences fighting for equity and justice. One workshop that stood out was led 
by members of “Lost Voices,” an organization that has been on the front lines of 
the protests in Ferguson since Michael Brown was shot. They have slept in tents, 
been tear-gassed and arrested but have continued to march and chant. In the 
workshop, we worked with them to figure out ways to bring the Black Lives 
Matter campaign back to our communities. This workshop is one example of the 
way WPC is not only an opportunity to learn about the ways that issues of race 
are relevant but also a chance to learn how to take action.

Just in the first couple of 
months at school, sports teams managed to represent their school in 
multiple statewide tournaments and prove the prowess of Lick- 
Wilmerding. 
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Girls Varsity Tennis 


Led by six senior captains and returning coach Greg Hom, 
the Girls Varsity Tennis team had a triumphant fall 2014 
season. As a team, they placed first in the BCL West 
League Championships and made it to the semi finals in 
the North Coast Section, the best any Lick-Wilmerding 
female tennis team has ever done. Throughout the 
season, their teamwork and unity allowed the Girls 
Varsity Tennis team to finish the season undefeated in 
their league. “One thing | really tried to work on was 
somehow finding a way to turn this individual sport into a 
team sport. [I wanted to] be the glue to unify our coach 
and everyone on the team,” captain Julia Pollak (‘15) said. 
They accomplished their goals of conquering during 
games and working together like one fierce family. The 
captains also recounted happy moments during the 
season, like the underclassmen giving all the seniors gifts, 
eating Shanghai dumplings together, and cheering each 
other on during practices and games. The Girls Varsity 
Tennis team truly embodied the Lick proverb “Champions 
find a way” during their fall 2014 season. 
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Even though Lick’s winter sports are lacking 
in size, the basketball and wrestling teams 
accomplished a great deal. Girls varsity 
basketball won the BCL championships for 
the second year in a row and made it to the 
second round of NCS. JV girls basketball won 
every single League game during the season. 
At BCL, senior Ivan Barrales placed second, 
senior Nathan Wertheimer placed first, and 
sophomore Cal Crompton placed first in their 
respective weight classes for wrestling. 
These three teams showed off their tenacity 
and skill both on the court and on the mat. 
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SPRING ATHLETICS 
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The final season for Lick sports produced, as fall and 
winter did, champions. The baseball team welcomed its 
first ever female player, freshman Audrey Kalman. Boys 

varsity tennis started off well, beating Cardinal 
Newman High School 7-0, and the badminton team 
won the first three matches of the year. As always, the 
track team produced numerous wins and 
accomplishments during its season. In boys track, ninth 
grader Erik Stein broke the freshman 1-mile record. The 
girls track team became seven-time defending League 
champions; sophomore Jill Reilly won first place in both 
the 1600 and 3200 meter dash; junior Eva Laxo also 
won first place in 100 and 300 meter hurdles; senior 
Kelley Omran won first in shot put and second in 
discus; and junior Shevann Steuben placed first in 
discus and second in shot put. Lick-Wilmerding teams 
proved themselves as adept athletes with all these 
individual and group achievements. 
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The Waves is Lick-Wilmerding’s entirely student- 
run and co-ed a cappella group.

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This year, the beloved electronics teacher 
Andrew Kleindolph decided to turn his 
sabbatical into a learning experience. “I just 
knew that during my sabbatical | wanted to 
learn something and really focus on 
learning,” Mr. Kleindolph says. “Because 
electronics and programming are changing 
so fast and there are so many new tools, it 
felt like I'd been so busy with teaching that | 
hadn't had time to learn new tools.” He also 
knew that he wanted to get out of San 
Francisco for a new experience. First, he 
took a couple of architecture classes at 
California College for the Arts that focused 
on 3D modeling. Mr. Kleindolph was 
looking for what do next when he 
discovered the School for Poetic 
Computation in New York City. “There were 
a couple of artists | was interested In and | 
saw them speak about the school,” he says. 
“It just looked super interesting.” So he and 
his wife rented their house in San Francisco 
and moved to Brooklyn with their cats. “For 
me it was great,” Mr. Kleindolph reminisces. 
“It was out of San Francisco, | was exploring 
a new, super stimulating, urban 
environment, and then there was the ten 
week long program that was exploring how 
to use technology and programming 
creatively.” He enrolled in five classes at the 
School that he found motivating, even 
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One of the classes centered around animation 
using code and interactivity. Using an application 
called openFrameworks, Mr. Kleindolph learned 
how to build applications without having to write 
them from scratch. The class was also instructed by 
the co-creator of open Frameworks, artist and 
computer programmer Zach Lieberman. Another 
course, taught by software engineer and designer 
Ramsey Nasser, was called Radical Computer 
Science and it explored all the “Weird languages 
that nobody uses,” as Mr. Kleindolph described. 
“It was basically talking about why programming 
looks the way it does and what is the history of it.” He also had to create a few 
projects along with the course. Next, Mr. Kleindolph took a class about hardware that 
looked at how computers work on the most basic level. The class discussed how one 
can get information from one place to another and was taught by artist and writer 
Taeyoon Choi. His fourth course was about theory and explored the questions: “How is 
the internet decentralizing power? How wvill the internet affect us in the long term? 
What Is the role of surveillance in the 
internet?” Mr. Kleindolph also learned 
how science fiction was influenced by 
A technology. “It was a super good program,” 
he says. “| learned a ton, met a ton of 
( | | p [ f AS l interesting artists, saw a ton of great work,

Now that he’s back at Lick, Mr. 
Kleindolph wants to incorporate what he’s 
learned from the School of Poetic 
Computation into his electronics courses. “I’ve

basically all new this year.” 

Overall, Mr. Kleindolph had a stimulating, exciting, and scholarly sabbatical. He 
also praised the School for it's pedagogical model because It only costs about 15% of 
what a semester in college costs, even though It’s like going to grad school for ten 
weeks. “In a world where education Is getting increasingly expensive,” Mr. Kleindolph 
explains, “| felt like this was a super accessible, interesting way to think about it.” He 
summarized his entire trip with “good times.”
